In all that busy and brilliant life, so thickly 


crowded with achievement, there is no day 
more glorious than that on which he stormed 
the Green hills redoubt at the second battle of 
Plevna. 
To understand it thoroughly, a few 


introduetory data are necessary. The Russian 
attack, which was general, was directed 
against three points: The Grivitza redoubt, 
to be attacked by 25,000 Roumanians and 
Russians in four columns; No. H) redoubt, to 
tho southeast of Plevna, to 'be attacked by 
Bens. Kriloll and Schitnikoff, with 25,000 
men, and the Green hills redoubt, on the 
Loftcha road, to bs attacked by Skobelcff, 
with 18,000 men. Altogether, 00,000 troops 
were sent against the redoubts, of whom 0,033 
wore killed outright and 15,048 wounded. 
The Green hills redoubt was captured, the at- 
tnck on the others failed from the first; The 
listanco from Skobeleff's position to the re- 
loubt was something more than a quarter of 
i mile up a smooth, even slope, where there 
was not a cover for a rabbit. 
The loss of an 


assaulting column, rushing up over this space, 
sxposed to the flre of the~10,000 Turks iu the 
redoubt, would necessarily be something ter- 
rible. But Skobeleff determined to risk every- 
;hing to capture this work, so that, if Plevna 
wore not taken, it would at least not be his 
fault. 
For three hours ho kept up a murder- 


jus artillery fire of '100 guns upon tho re- 
Joubt; and then, the Turkish fire having 
slackened 
somewhat, 
he 
decided 
that 


jho time had come for making the as- 
sault 
His force was composed of four 


regiments of tho line and four battalions of 
sharpshooters. It must be borne in mind that 
i Russian regiment is 3,000 men, and a bat- 
talion 1,000. Still keeping up his terrible ar- 
tillery flre, ho formed under its cover two 
regiments in the little hollow at the foot 
at the low hill on which the redoubt was 
built, together with two battalions of sharp- 
shooters not more than 1,200 yards from tho 
scarp. Then, placing himself in the.best po- 
sition for watching the result, he ceased fire 
and ordered the advance. He bade the as- 
saulting party not to flre, and they rushed 
forward with their guns on their shoulders, 
with music playing and banners 'flying, and 
;lisappeared»in tho fog and smoke. As the 
lamented MaeGaban said, Skobelpffi was the 
only generartn the army who always placed 
himself near enough to feel the pulse of a bat- 
tle. 
The advancing army, as the fog lif ted|a 


little, was indistinctly seen, a "dark mass in 
the midst of .the flre and smoke. Feeling, as 
it were, every, throb of the battle, ho saw his 
lino begin to waver and hesitate. Upon the 
instant he pushed forward a rival regiment 
to support, and again watched the result. 
This new force carried the mass farther on 
with its momentum, but the Turkish redoubt 
flamed and smoked and poured forth such a 
torrent of bullets that the line was again 
shaken. Skobeleff, who was under flre all' 
tho time, stood in this shower of balls unhurt. 
All of his escort, without exception, were 
killed or wounded. Again he saw the line 
hesitate and waver, and he flung his fourth 
and last regiment, the Libausky, upon tho 
glacis. Again this now wave earned the 
preceding ones forward until they wero 
almost on the scarp; but that deadly shower 
of bullets poured upon them; men dropped 
by hundreds, and tho result still remained 
doubtful. The supreme moment had come; 
iiota second was to be lost if the redoubt was 
to be carried. Skobeloil had only two bat- 
tollions of sharpshooters left — the best in his 
detachments. Putting himself at the head of 
these, he dashed forward on horseback, He 
picked up tho stragglers; he reached the wav- 


- 


brow, or tho sweat ot his brain; bat many ot 
yon sweat too long in these days, and I hear 
you all saying, ''That's BO!" Start anew the 
flre in the little stove; thump the wet boots in 
the corner; drag yourself down to the spring 
a few hundred yards distant for a pail of 
fresh water; hack a few more chips from tho 
dried stump; mix some flour, water and yeast 
powder for the day's baking; set down a min- 
ute on your flour-barrel chair and look on 
your earthly possessions. The worn and 
scarred trunk you brought years ago from tho 
states; it holds your best suit of a forgotten 
fashion, two or three white shirts, a bundle 
of letters from home, a few photographs, a 
bible—not worn out with use, a quartz crys- 
tal, .a few gold "specimens," a tarantula's 
nest, the tail of a rattlesnake and six vests. 
Do you remember how vests would accumu- 
late in the mines? Pants, coat, everything 
else would weai1 out—vest, never.'

A moment later, when just on tho 
point of leaping the ditch, horse and man 
rolled together to the ground— the horse dead 
or wounded, the rider untouched.

sprung to his feet with a shout; then, with a 
formidable, savage yell, the whole mass of 
men streamed over tho ditch, over the sca>p 
and counter scarp, over the parapet, and 
swept into the redoubt like a hurricane. 
Thou- bayonets made short work of tho Turks 
still remaining. Then a joyous shout told 
that the redoubt was captured, and that at 
last one of the main defences of Plevna was 
in the hands of the Russians. On the follow- 
ing day Skoboloil was made lieutenant-gen- 
eral, being thon not quite S3 years old, nnd 
was appointed to the command of the IGth 
division, which command he retained, in ad- 
dition, at times, to the command of other 
divisions, till the close of the war.

mode the round of the publishing houses 
with it, and ill-success had soured him to 
vinegar. 
Ho swore impotent vengeance 


against those who had rebuffed him, and de- 
clared that there was no hope for American 
authors. Curious to learn for myself, I ndst 
daylnade up a bundle to looklike manuscript, 
though its real contents were a bunch of old 
pamphlets, and went into a well-known pub- 
lisher's office with it under my arm. I asked 
to see the head of the firm, and -was shown 
into his presence. He was polite until I had 
told nim, with duplicity, that I had the man- 
uscript of a novel which I wished him to read 
with a view to publication. I made a motion 
as though to undo my package. He restrained 
me with a hasty gesture. 


"It won't be any use to show it to me," he 


said, peremptorily. 


"But don't you impartially read everything 


that is offered?" I asked, in mock, surprise. 


"No, we don't pretend to do any such thing. 


Wo couldn't accept your work, no mattor 
how good it might prove to be. Without tho 
name of a famous author attached, wb 
wouldn't touch a manuscript that we knew 
was as good as any tiling Dickens ever wrote." 


"But, perhaps," I pleaded, again half un- 


wrapping my bogus bundle, "you would 
make an exception iu this case, if you wero 
to read a few pages." 


"I assure you that we wouldn't" 
Now, 
I knew very well that this man was 


constantly publishing the worthless novels of 
novices, and I lost no time in bringing out 
the phase of his business which I wished to 
describe. 


"I am so confident of the merit of my. 


novel," said I, "and so certain that it would 
make a popular hit, that I would be perfectly 
willing to guarantee tho salo of, a thousand 
copies. Would that make any difference?" 


"All the difference in the ' world," ''ho 


promptly replied. "I will publish your book 
on those terms, which are substantially the 
same as we are making with most of our nov- 
elists. Leave your manuscript and your ad- 
dress, and you will hear from us in a day or 
two." 


He reached for the bundle with as ranch 


alacrity as he had at first displayed in repel- 
ling it; but I made an excuse jto get away. 
My experience hod accorded precisely with 
my • previous information on the subject. 
There is no doubt that articles of a suitable 
length for publication in periodicals, and 
novels submitted for serial use in the story 
papers can get all the attention they deserve, 
and acceptance, if they are suffl6iently meri- 
torious; but the unknown author of a work 
for publication in book form may just as 
well keep it in his desk, unlese he istirepared 
to take the financial risk of its : publication. 
All the fiction that is demanded by the Amer- 
ican market can be stolen from •foreign nov- 
elists, and the book publishers :ean see no 
reason outside ot morality why they .should 
bother with untried native talent.:

The Crop Prospects. 


The department of BRrienUure bos just 


teceived fall returus from all the conn- 
ties of the condition of winter wheat on 
the 1st day of July. These sliow but lit- 
tle improvement over the returns of April 
May and June.- The reports indicate Hint 
the crop of winter wheat in tliie state will 
not make much over IG.000,000 bushels, 
or 32,000,000 bushels less than the yield 
in 1882. The couditiou of winter wheat 
in northern counties was 5 per cent, better 
July 1st than Juno \nt, and K«ve encour- 
agement for 87 per cent, of an awratfa 
crop. 
In the counties of Henderson, 


Kendall and Mercer, the yield is estimated 
to be up to an average ; aud in Marshall 
county it will be above tho average. Iu 
the central oonoties the yield will be less 
than two-thirds of a crop. The most, dis- 
oonraging reporte come from tho south- 
ern counties which usually produce th«- 
great bulk of the crop. Tlio wheat crop 
in that part of the state will be less than 
half an average crop, or <>4 per cent, below 
last year's crop. The crop promises bet- 
ter in Alexander, Hardin, Union anil 
Williamson comities, nnd none of them 
will give an average. It is unusual to 
have less than an average yield iu any of 
the southern counties. 


THE theory is advanced now that 


tbe yellow fever is tho work of a ba- 
cillus, just as consumption and small • 
pox are claimed to bo demonstrate 1 
by Dr. Koch and others. Guinea 
pigs and other animals have been in- 
oculated with matter containing the 
alleged parasite, and died promptly 
in consequence. Soil from ceraetn- 
terieu in which yellow fever victims 
have been buried, being brought io 
sheep and rabbits, has occasioned 
death in ajshortjtimo. The inference 
is that, if these reports are reliable, 
cremation ought to become populnr. 
If the theory is sustained, it offers 
valuable sanitary suggestions. The 
Medical News is the organ • of the 
bacillus experts.

crushing through her brain. She fell dead 
on the porch.

When he had done this 
he laid down the revolver and gazed upon 
tho tearful deed he had perpetrated, and 
for a moment the horror of the act seemed 
to restore his reason, and with a desperate

DEATH OF GEN. J. H. MOORE. 


Beoeption of the Sad News In De- 


catur—General Sorrow of 


the People. 


A Sketch of His Life-Obituary Remarks. 


Last evening soon after four o'clock 


the KBPUDLIOAN extra announced to our 
people the sad intelligence of the death 
o£ one of our distinguished citizens. Gen. 
Jesse H. Moore, United States Consul at 
Callno, in South America. The informa- 
tion was contained in a cable telegram of 
which the following is a copy: 


"I/rsiA, PBBU, July 12,1883: 


To W. C. Johns, Decatur, III: 


Buried father to-day. 
' 


IlAIUlT MOOIJE." 


The extras which were quickly circu- 


lated about the streets were generally 
rend, and caused a feeling ot unfeigned 
sorrow and regret to pervade the city, tor 
the deceased, who had made Decatur his 
home since 18C1, was personally well 
known to nearly all our people, who ad- 
mired and loved him ns a friend and a 
brother. 


Tho telegram came by cable, either 


from Lima to Panama, thence along the 
coast to Vera Cruz, Mexico, thence to 
Galvestoii, Texas, and from Galveston by 
way of Peorla to Decatur, or by way of 
Valparaiso, England and New York to 
Peoria and Decatur. The message had a 
long trip either way, and as cablegrams 
are uever dated, as they are quite expen- 
sive, it cannot be stated when the Gen- 
eral died, 
but 
it 
is now known 


that ho was n victim of yellow fever, 
which dread scourge has existed at Callao 
since early in June. As the General died 
of yellow fever, of course his body can 
never be removed, and it will remain in 


brigade of the first division of the Fourth 
Army Corps, Department of the Cumber- 
land. On May 15, 1865, Colonel Moore 
was promoted and breveted brigadier- 
general. The regiment was mustered out 
of the service- July 15,1865. After his 
return from the frpnt, Gen. Moore be- 
came presiding elder of the DecatnrM. 
E. District, and in 18C8 he was chosen, to 
represeuUhis district in Congress, and in 
1870 he was re-eleeted our representative 
in the XLII Congress. He delivered 
many ableBpeechesivhiiein Congress and 
was chairman of the committee on Inva- 
lid Pensions. Soon after the conclusion 
of his term of service in Congress, Gen. 
Moore was appointed Pension Agent, 
with headquarters at Springfield, which 
position he held until 1877, when the 
offices were consolidated and located at 
Chicago, and Miss Ada Sweet assumed 
charge. The General returned to Defla- 
tor, and again entered the ministry, where 
he remained up to 1881, when he was ap- 
appointed United States Consul atCallflo, 
Pern, by the late President Garfield; and 
sailed from New York with his family on 
July 2d, the same day that the cowardly 
assassin shot Mr. Garfield. 


Gen. Moore was a man of much more 


than ordinary ability. His mind was ac- 
tive and always clear, and he possessed a 
breadth of view which gave him peculiar 
fitness for the field of polities, as well as 
fondness for its alluring activities. If he 
had entered the political arena at an earlier 
age he would undoubtedly have achieved 
much greater prominence than he did. 
As a public speaker he was always inter- 
esting and instructive, and often rose to 
the sublimesthsiglte of eloquence. 
Dur- 


ing political campaigns his services were 
always in demand, and as a campaigner 
he had few equals in Illinois. In his offi- 
cial capacity he was laborious, pains- 
taking and efficient wherever he was

Moore, quartermaster of the United 
States steamship, "Onward," which has 
been in quarantine off Callao, 15 miles, 
since early in Juno. The daughters, Mrs. 
Alice McComas and Miss Helen Moore, 
are at Albuquerque, New Mexico, at 
which place Miss Moore arrived on June 
6th. Edward B. Moore is residing at 
Topeka, Kansas, and Dr. James F. Moore, 
who has been practicing medicine at Car- 
rollton, 111 , was to have started from that 
city yesterday morning to locate perma- 
nently uva town in Iowa. 


The other day Mrs. II. C. Johns re- 


ceived a letter from her daughter, Mrs. 
Nellie Moore, wifo of Lieut. Moore, who 
wrote from Callao, under date of June 
14th, that the yellow fever had been epi- 
demic at that place, but that she under- 
stood its virulence had in a measure 
abated. She wrote that the burial of yel- 
low fever victims occurred during the 
nights, and a man with a bell went ahead 
of tho hearao or wagon to give the alarm 
of the passage of the vehicle. She also 
stated that Lieut. Moore spent Juno 2d 
in Callao, and returning to his ship it was 
placed in quarantine 15 miles out, be- 
cause one of the sailors who had come | 
ashore had died of yellow fever aboard 
the vessel. The ship was thoroughly 
cleaned, but one of the sailors retained 
one of the blankets used by his dead ship- 
mate, cleaned it and used it himself. 
Soon afterward this sailor died of the 
fever, since which time those ou the 
"Onward" have not been permitted to 
communicate in any manner with any 
body on shore. Mrs. Moore can send 
letters to the Lieutenant but she is not 
permitted to receive even a line from him, 
and hence there is no way of learning 
anything about those at sea. The ship is 
provided with provisions in a careful 
manner. A boat is sent out from the 
ship several miles and anchored. Then a 
boat load of provisions taken from Callao 
is emptied into it, and after the sailors 


should have come lo him in a foreign 
land, so far from the home and friends he 
loved so well, but it is doubtful whether 
his death could have been more sincerely 
mourned if he had been permitted to 
"wrap the drapery of his couch about him 
and lie down to pleasant dreams" among 
the neighbors who have honored him so 
often.
